ATHENS,  June  28. —The  Creak 
Cabinet  headed  by  Alexander  Zalmls 
hna  resigned.  King  Alexandsr  has  In- 
formed M.  Jonnart,  the  Htfh  Oommlf- 
aloner  representing  France,  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Ruaala  that  he  will  aak  former 
Premier  Venlzeloa  to  form  a  new 
Cabinet.         , 

It  la  learned  from  a  reliable  aource 
that  the  brother*  of  es-Klng  CoDStan- 
tine  will  leave  Greek  territory  ahortly. 
Jt  Is  represented  that  the  Princes  are 
leaving  voluntarily,  in  order  to  facili- 
tate the  re-establish  merit  of  the  unity 
of  the  country,  but  according  to  the 
beat  sources  ot  Information  available 
they  have.  In  effect,  been  notified  that 
they    muat   go. 

Venlaaloe   at   Ftreaua 

LONDON.  June  26.— Ths  Athena  cor- 
respondent  of  The  Times  thus  described, 
the  landing  at  Plreaus  of  Venlaelos.  who 
waa  brought  from  Salonica  on  a  de- 
atroyer: 

"The  quay  was  lined  with  apactatore 
and  about  i.BOO  people  put  off  in  boats. 
Th«  courier  atood  on  the  deck  of  the 
destroyer  to  welcome  Veniseloe, .  then 
embarked  again  to  make  way  for  others. 
Men,  women  and  children,  officers  and 
prlesta.  leaped  on  board  and  rushed  fer- 
vidly at  him.  It  was  scarcely  possible 
to  move  on  the  deatroyer'e  docks.  Shop- 
keepers and  workmen  bent  to  klsa  his 
hands.1*  Some  bent  to  kiss  Ms  feet,  but 
Venlzelos   smilingly   prevented   them. 

A  itrqup  of  twenty  officers  of.  the 
Athenian  army,  brought  triumphantly 
by  comrades  of  the  VenUellst  force,  of- 
fered Venlaelos  their  services,  which,  as 
an  earnest  of  reunion,  touched  him 
much.

CORK.  June  Si.— On*  Wm  killed  and 
a  score  injured  waa  the  toll  In  yester- 
day's conflict  between  Sinn  Keiners  and 
the  police.  Serious  disorders  occurred, 
including  an  attack  on  the  jail  in  an 
effort  to  liberate  the  political  prisoners 
detained  there,  and  attacka  on  various 
military  quarters. 

A  number  of  U>e  clergy  ploadad  In 
vain  with  the  Sinn  Keiners  to  keep  the 
peace,  but  Anally  the  police,  armed  with 

\  carbines,  bayoneta  and  revolvers, 
charged  at  double-quick  down  Patrick 
j  Street.  Home  of  the  crowd  stood  their 
I  ground,  replying  with  a  fusllada  of 
clubs  and  stones,  but  the  majority  fled 
Into  the  adjacent  streets.  The  injured 
were  quickly  gathered  up  by  stretcher 
bearers  and  taken  to  tbe  hospital. 

Soldiers  were  called  out  They 
planted  machine  guna  in  the  centra  of 
Patrick  Street  and  patrolled  the  acene 
of*  the  disturbances  until  early  this 
morning,  when  quiet  was  restored.

BABY-KILLER  GETS 

HIS  DECORATION 
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Members  of  Russian  Mission 
Explain  That  Its  Dissolution 
Comes  Logically— Question 
of  Czar's  Treaties 
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WASHINGTON,  June  J*,— The  diss- 
lu  I  Ion  of  the  Duma  and  the  Council  ot 
the  Empire,  urged  by  the  pan-RU!<sian 
conference  of  Workmen's  and  Soldiers' 
Councils,  was  explained  by  members  of 
th«  Russian  mission  here  today  as 
mefely "  another  step  in  the  building  ot 
a   new   Government   iu   Russia.      It  doe* 


not  Indicate  the  slightest  hostility.  It 
van  said,  between  the  Councils  and  ths 
other  parts  of   the   Government. 

The  Duma,  It  was  explained,  ceased  to 
ox  1st  when  after  ita  dissolution  by  the 
Csar  and  Its  later  extraordinary  ses- 
sions, |t  created  out  of  itself  ths  Pro- 
visional •  Government.  To  this  Govern- 
ment it  entrusted  complete  legislative 
executive,  and  Judicial  powsra,  and  with 
ita  birth  the  Duma  itself  waa  dissolved. 
Since  then  It  haa  met  only  onca  for  a 
decennial  ceremonial,  and  has  had  abso- 
lutely  no   part   In   the   Government. 

The  Council  of  the  Umpire  waa  even 
less  representative  than  the  Duma,  It 
was  stated,  as  it  was  composed  of  ap- 
pointees of  the  Csar,  selected  from  vari- 
ous classes,  such  as  capital,  education, 
agriculture,  and  from  former  ministers. 

Special  Ambassador  Bakhmetleff.  of 
the  Mlsalon,  will  address  the  Senate 
tomorrow  with  special  reference  to 
foreign  relations  of  the  new  provisional 
liuaalan  Government  It  la  understood 
to  be  the  purpose  of  tha  new  Govern- 
ment to  announce  broad  principles  of 
diplomacy  under  which  the  present  war 
should  be  conducted  without  coins  In 
too  great  detail  as  to  their  specific  ap- 
plication. 

One  of  the  main  reasona  why  Rus- 
sia .has  proposed  a  conference  of  the 
Allies  Is  understood  to  be  the  uncer- 
tainty there  as  to  Just  what  treat!** 
Russia  Is  now  bound  by.  The  former 
Caar  la  said  to  have  signed  many  In- 
ternational agreements  without  consul- 
tation or  subsequent  reference  to  his 
ministers,  and  It  Is  thought  possible 
that  some  of  the  Allied  nations  may 
be  holding  Ruaala  to  engagements 
which  the  present  Russian  Government 
has  never  seen.  The  mlsalon  passed  a 
quiet  day  In  office  work,  passing  this 
evening  at  the  home  of  Richard  Crane,, 
son  or  Charles  n.  Crane,  of  Chicago, 
now   In    Ruaala  with   Hon.   Kllhu   Root. 


THE  HAGUE,  June  24.  via  London, 
June  15.— The  Nieuw  Rotterdamsche 
Courant  publishes  a  pessimistic  report 
on  the  prospective  harvest  of  North- 
western Germany  as  follows: 
,  I'For  cattle  especially,  the  outlook  Is 
deoldedly  bad — probably  even  worse 
than  the  people  at  present  believe.  Con- 
cerning the  human  food  supply  we  re- 
main silent:  everyone  knows  that  things 
are  painted  rose  color.  But  the  short- 
age ol  potatoes,  fat's  and  oils- la 
mendous." 

The  newspaper  then  asserts  that  the 
harvest 
volume 
the   hay 
that,  except 

lacking  In  quantity  and  dried  up.  and  1 
that  no  second  crop  Is  expected.  Cattle  | 
are  suffering  severely,  and  are  already 
being  driven  into  the  hay  fields.  Wheat 
crops,  <nowever,  look  good,  and  the 
grain  harvest  is  expected  to  be  fairly 
good,  although  the  rye  la  thin  and  poor, 
presumably  for  lack  of  good  fertiliser. 
Potato  vines -are  yellow  and  wilted,  ow- 
ing to  the  drought,  and  new  potatoes 
are  small. 

The  Courant  says  that  owing  to  the 
lack  of  vegetables  people  are  using 
wild  planta,  of  which  about  thirty 
varieties  are  eaten.  The  production  of 
milk  and  butter  is  decidedly  poor,  and 
It  la  a  question  how  the  cattle  are  to 
ho  maintained.  The  problem  of  labor 
and  horaea  la  alao  aerioua,  farm  horses 
costing  as  much  ss  S.SO0  marks  (about 
.  $1.2.10  at  normal  exchange);  that  is 
1,000  marks  more  than  last  year. 
All  yesterday's  Berlin  papers  refer  to 
«4}te  practical  failure  of  tbe  fruit  crop. 
Tbe  Tageblatt  says  that  the  vegetable 
crop  has  also  practically  failed,  and 
that  people  are  now  placing  all  their 
hopes  In  the  Improvement  In  ths  yield 
Of  early  potatoes.  The  Lelpslger  Volks 
Zeitung  says  that  the  potato  crop  la 
gravely  threatened  In  other  parts  of 
Germany,  and  that  the  promised  addi- 
tional meat  ration  haa  been  practically 
abandoned. 


BUENOS  ATRE8,  June  25.— The  Ar- 
gentine ateamer  Toro.

BASE  OF  THE  AMERICAN  FLO- 
TILLA IN  BRITISH  WATERS,  June 
26. — One  of  the  American  destroyers 
In  ths-  patrol  flotilla  reported  this 
morning  that  she  was  unable  to  And 
any  trace  of  the  fifty  members  of  the 
crew  of  a  British  merchantman  which 
waa  being  attacked  by  a  submarine 
when  the  American  craft  snatched  the 
Britisher's  wireless  dlatreas  call  from 
the  air. 

"Submarine  shelling  us"  was  tha  first 
massage  the  destroyer  picked  up.  The 
position  showed  that  the  Britlshar  was 
ninety  miles  away,  which  meant  a  run 
of  five  hours  through  high  seas  for  the 
destroyer.  The  American  craft  was 
Just  getting  tinder  fnll  speed  when  the 
wireless  sounded  tlfe  second  and  final 
message.   "Abandoning   ship." 

Only  floating  wreckage  greeted  the 
American  bluejackets  when  they  reach- 
ed the  scene,  but  they  patrolled  the 
vicinity  for  two  daya  In  the  hope  of 
finding  some  survivors.  Owing  to  the 
high  seas  it  aeems  doubtful  if  any  of 
the  sunken  vessel's  crew  wars  rescued 
by    passing    ships.

OTTAWA,  June  26.— Tha  order-in- 
counctl  defining  the  dutiea  and  powers 
of  W.  H.  Armstrong,  of  Vancouver,  re- 
cently appointed  director  of  coal  oper- 
ations in  the  mines  In  Southeastern 
British  Columbia  and  southeastern  Al- 
berta, was  laid  on  tha  table  or  the 
House  of  Commons  today. 

The  director  of  coal  operations  Is  In 
the  first  place  requested  to  make  In- 
quiries respecting  wages,  hours  of 
labor  and  other  labor  conditions  at  the 
mines,  other  matters  affecting  the  cost 
of  production  of  coal  and  coke  and  the 
resumption  of  such  production  during 
the  war  and  for  three  months  after 
the  conclusion  of  peace.        » 

Owners,  agents  and  managers  of 
mines  and  coke  plants  In  tha  district 
are  required  to  comply  with  the  orders 
and  directions  of  the  director  with  re- 
gard to  tha  subjects  mentioned,  and 
"generally  in  connection  with  ths  man- 
agement, operation  and  use  of  the  mines 
and  of  the  coke  plants."  Any  who  fall 
to  do  so  will  be  deemed  guilty  of  an 
offense.  Prices  to  be  paid  for  coal  and 
coke  produced  In  the  district  are  to  bo 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  director. 
■Cay  Take  Possession 
The  order-ln-councll  further  states: 
"The  director,  with  tho  approval  of  the 
Governor-fn-Councll  may  take  posses- 
sion of  sny  mine  o-  coke_  plant  In  the 
district,  and  may  undertake  and  carry 
out  the  management,  operation  and  use 
of  such  mine  or  coke-produrlng  plant; 
but  such  possession  by  trie  director 
under  this  regulation  and  any  such  or- 
dSr-in-council  shall  not  affect  any  lia- 
bility of.  the  actual  'owner,  agent  or 
manager  of  the  mine  or  plant  under  any 
law  or  statute  in  that  behalf." 

The  director  Is  empowered,  with  the 
approval  of  tbe  aOovernor-ln-Councn. 
te  appoint  such  ofBcors  or  agents  as 
may  he  necessary  re  assist  him  In  thla 
work.  For  the  purpooe  Of  Investiga- 
tion he  ts  to  have  the  status  of  a  com- 
missioner appointed  under  part  one  of 
the   Inquiries  Act. 

Tha  final  clause  of  the  order-ln-coun- 
cll provides  that  "any  cooperation,  com- 
pany or  person  guilty  of  an  offence 
against  these  regulations  -  shall  be  li- 
able on  summary  conviction  to  a  pen- 
alty of  not  exceeding  9S.SSS." 

The  preamble  to  the  order-ln-coun- 
cll  summarlr.es  the  story  Of  the  labor 
troubles  In  the  mines  of  the  district, 
and  tells  of  the  unavailing  efforts  of 
the  Minister  of  Labor  and  his  officials 
to  bring  about  an  agreement  between 
the  coal  operators  and  their  employees. 
It  points  ent  the  Importance  of  Insur- 
ing a  supply  of  coke  for  domestic, 
commercial  and  Industrial  purposed  la 
the  portion  of  the  country  dependant 
upon  tha  mines,  and  voices  the  belief 
of  the  Minister  of  Labor  that  "If  the 
operators  and  miners  ere  lsft  to 
themselves  production  of  coal  will  not 
ha  resumed  within  a  reasonable  time." 

CALOARY,  Jons  fi. — Commissioner 
Armstrong  met  the  minora'  policy  com- 
mittee thla  afternoon  and  heard  the 
men's  atend  on  tha  strike.  President 
Or* ham.  of  the  minors,  informed  tha 
commissioner  that  the  policy  committer 
waa  willing  to  rscommend  that  tha 
men  return  to  work  aay  time  the  op- 
era  tors  open  the  mlnoa  on  tho  recom- 
mendattona  made  »y  R.  F.  nreen.

SCHEIDEMANN  DOUBTFUL 

•era  Germaa.T   rare.  Another  Tear  of  War 
With   Barteea  Prospect    laalaf  en 

Demorratltattoa 


THK  HAGUE,  June  25. — The  Socialist 
majority  leader,  Scheldemann,  describ- 
ing In  Tbe  Vorwaerte  the  Stockholm 
conference,  expresses  amazement  at  the 
bitter  feelings  obviously  prevalent 
everywhere  against  the  Prussian  reac- 
tion. He  now  declares  that  peace  with- 
out a  previous  thoroughgoing  democrat- 
ization of  Germany  Is  Impossible.  He 
summarises  the  Impressions  of  the 
whole  committee  in  tbe  following  form: 

"We  declare  that  the  visible  reforms 
of  our  domestic  political  system  are 
necessary  now,  and  no  further  postpone- 
ment of  the  date  of  the  reforms  Is  per- 
missible If  our  people  are  not  to  suffer 
the  gravest  damage.  We  must,  unfor- 
tunately, despite  the  Stockholm  confer- 
ence, fear  that  we  are  to  face  a  fourth 
war  Winter.  To  avoid  It  honorably.  If 
possible,  our  means  thereto,  though  not 
Infallible,  is  democratization  of  Ger- 
many." 

In  conclusion,  Scheldemann  asks  his 
readers  seriously  to  consider  whether 
Germany  can  really  face  another  year 
of  the  war,  now  that  the  United  States 
has  come  in,  wltb  better  prospects  than 
when  she  faced  the  Entente  with  old 
Russia. 


CANADIAN  ARMT  HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN  FRANCS,  J  age  25.— tBy  the 
Canad|aa  Frees  Correspondent). — In  a 
difficult  advance  towards  Lens  and 
amid  a  confused  tangle  of  wrecked 
mines,  our  artillery  destroyed  miners' 
houses,  railway  embankments  and  the 
flooded  ground  In  the  Souches  valley.

This  was 
speedily  followed  by  heavy  artillery 
Are,  which  continued  during  the  night 
and  waa  especially  severe  In  the 
vicinity  of  the  Lens  electric  station. 
The  enemy's  dugouts  was  searched 
but  found  to  be  empty. 

Tiesubss    XJghtly    Held 

The  enemy  on  this  front  appears  no 
longer  to  have  confidence  in  the  abil- 
ity of  hie  Infantry  to  oppose  night  at- 
tacka  stoutly.  Several  ralda  last  night 
in  region  between  Lens  and  La  Baesee 
showed  that  the  German  trenches  were 
so  lightly  held  that  little  resistance 
could  be  offered  to  the  raiders.

AN  ATLANTIC  PORT  OK  THK 
UNITED  STATES,  June  Se. — Membere  ef 
the  crew  of  a  British  steamship  which 
arrived  here  todsy  reported  having 
sunk  an  attacking  German  submarine. 
The  British  ship  sent  a  ahell  into  the 
U-boat'a  magaalne,  causing  an  explosion 
which  parted  the  underwater  boat  amid- 
ships. The  two  ends  sank  separately. 
The  British  veesel  was  not  damaged. 
The  submarine  was  five  miles  distant 
and  running  away  after  having  at- 
tacked the  British  vessel  nearly  400 
miles  off  the  coaet  of  Ireland. 

According  to  the  story  told  by  the 
gunner  of  the  British  steamship,  tbe 
submarine  was  first  seen  when  it  sent 
a  shell  at  the  eteamshlp  from  a  dis- 
tance of '  about  1,000  yarda.  It  fell 
short  and  the  steamship  Immediately 
was  swung  around  so  that  her  stern 
was  toward  the  U-boat,  getting  the 
naval  gun  at  work.  Eleven  shots  were 
fired  In  rapid  succession  and  each 
struck  very  close  to  the  German  boat. 
round  Saage 
"I  knew  I  had  the  .range  after  the 
second  shot  and  so  did  the  German," 
said  the  British  gunner.  "The  Germans 
were  using  their  two  guns,  fore  and 
aft,  while  we  had  only  one.  but  their 
shells  were  falling  short  and  he  start- 
ed to  run.  I  followed  him  with  shells 
and  the  twelfth,  the  one  that  sent  him 
down,  struck  Just  abaft  the  periscope. 
He  was  then  more  than  9.000  yards 
away. 

"We  all  could  see  the  boat  break  in 
half  and  go  down,  disappearing  within 
a  few  minutes.  I  sent' four  more  swells 
Into  the  water  at  the  apot  where  she 
disappeared  to  let  any  of  the  Roches 
who  might  have  escaped  know  that  we 
were  still  around  and  would  take  care 
of   them   If   they  appeared. 

"At  the  same  time  our  battle  was 
going  on  the  wireless  operator  picked 
up  the  call  of  an  American  vessel — 
she  arrived  at  an  Atlantic  port  last 
Friday — and  also  caught  a  message 
that  another  American  ship  had  been 
torpedoed  and  was  sinking.  The  mes- 
sage said  that  the  German  craft  was 
firing  on  the  lifeboats.  That  vessel  was 
about  30  miles  to  the  south  of  us,  and 
I  do  not  know  how  they  made  out." 
Second  Vessel  Escapes 
AN  ENGLISH  PORT,  June  25.— Am- 
erican naval  gunnes  successfully  fought 
off  a  big  German  submarine  whtch 
attacked  an  American  passenger 
liner  off  the  coast  of  Ireland  last 
night.

ROUMANIAN  HEADQUARTERS. 

June  24,  via  London,  June  25. — Official 
reports  of  the  barbarous  way  tbe  Rou- 
manian prisoners  of  war  were  treated 
by  the  Bulgarians  has  raised  deep  In- 
dignation. After  'the  fall  of  Tutrakan 
the  prisoners  were  driven  to  the  in- 
terior of  Bulgaria  and  obliged  to  work. 
Some  days  they  practically  had  no  food 
but  small  slices  of  bread.  As  soon  as 
they  arrived  at  their  destination,  all 
their  money  and  clothes  were  taken 
away,  and  they  had  to  go  through  the 
severe  Winter  only  have  clad. 

The  Bulgarian  authorities  tried  to 
force  the  officers  to  work  with  the  sol- 
diers repairing  roads.  When  they  pro* 
tested  they  were  beaten  until  blood 
flowed.  But  the  most  Ignominious 
treatment  was  r-»trvrd  tor  senior  offi- 
cers, several  of  whom  were  known  as 
having  worked  on  the  general  staff.  As 
they  refused  to  do  the  word  demanded 
or  them,  saying  tMey  preferred  to  be 
killed  rather  than  betray  their  country, 
they  were  locked  In  small  cells  and  left 
days  without  food  except  a  little  bread 
and   water. 


ROME,  June  22,  via  London,  June  25. 
— The  Idea  Naalonale  says: 

"It  Is  essential  that  the  Allied  Gov- 
ernments shall  take  positive  and  Im- 
mediate steps  against  tbe  blackmailing 
policy  at  Petrograd,  opposing  to  It  the 
categorical  'no'  which  alone  can  save 
them.  To  accept,  or  even  admit  the 
Idea  of  a  conference  to  revise  war 
alms  would  be  for  the  Western  nations 
suicidal. 

"Today  we  must  eay  'no*  to  revolu- 
tionary Russia,  frenzied  and  unfit  for 
war.  We  cannot  consent  to  discuss  war 
with  an  ally  whtch  has  deserted  her 
post  We  must  tell  Russia  that  we  can- 
not consent  to  discuss  problems  of  life 
and  death,  trusting  her  loyalty,  while 
she  does  not  feel  shame  or  horror  be- 
cause of  her  Invaded  Provinces,  and 
does  not  see  the  necessity  of  reacting 
at  any  cost  against  the  Invader,  but 
fraternises  with  him,  being  drank  with 
vodka  and   democracy. 

"Meanwhile,  -to  the  blackmail  of  the 
Russian  press,  saying  'we  won't  fight 
if  you  do  not  discuss  war  alms,'  we 
should  answer  'we  canflot  discuss  this 
before  you  have  again  fought  and  before 
you   have  a  real   Government'." 


LONDON,  June  26. — Retelling  In  The 
Times  tbe  story  of  Messlnes.  which 
ended  the  Spring  offensive.

"The  Hindenburg-Ludendorff  combina- 
tion was  new  to  the  West.

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France,  Britain  and  Italy  will  have  to 
walk  warily  In  their  negotiation*  with 
Ilussia  about  war  alma.  The  time*  con- 
tinue out  of  Joint  in  that  country,  and 
the  Government  there  la  etlll  unable  to 
apeak  In  the  name  of  a  united  people. 
Nor  In  there  any  Immediate  prospect  ot 
•  return  to  aettled  conditions.  A  spe- 
cies ot  moral  anarchy  has  supervened. 
With  all  her  newly  won  freedom.  It  la 
questionable  If  any  section  of  the  peo- 
ple Is  happy. 

The  situation  has  made  it  extremely 
awkward  from  the  standpoint  of  mili- 
tary co-operation.  The  other  Allies 
cannot  very  well  refuse  to  meet  Russia 
at  the  council  table  to  discuss  terms 
upon  which  peaco  will  be  made,  but  at 
preaent  there  does  not  appear  any  guar- 
antee that* the  Provisional  Government 
can  spaak  in  the  name  of  the  Russian 
people,  and  with  the  chaos  which  pre- 
vails there  Is  no  aasurance  that  what 
It  might  promise  would  be  fulfilled.  It 
is  Inconceivable  that  either  France  or 
Britain,  or  the  United  States  for  that 
matter,  will  withdraw  from  their  stand 
against  Prussian  militarism.  Russia 
has  only  in  a  minor  degree  felt  the 
Weight  of  the  mailed  (1st,  for  Poland's 
sorrows  are  not  hers.  Millions  ox  her 
people  have  always  been  Ignorant  of  the 
meaning  of  the  war,  and  in  the  main  It 
wss  her  official  viewpoint  which  in  the 
past  coincided  with  that  of  Western 
Europe.  In  the  days  of  the  Romanoffs 
Russia's  strength  lay  in  her  obedience 
to  authority,  her  stubbornness,  and  her 
willingness  to  sacrifice  herself  for  what 
her  rulers  thought  right.  The  first  ele- 
ment of  this  atrength  departed  with  the 
revolution, 'the  second,  because  of  a  lack 
of  coheslveneec,  baa  far  the  time  being 
caaaed  to  be  a  factor,  and  the  third— 
the  willlngnesa  to  caerlnee~»has  faded, 
because  the  leader,  to  whom  formerly 
the  people  were  willing  to  submit  no 
longer  lead*.  In  short,  Russia  is  suf- 
fering from  a  reaction  so  profound  that 
It  may  beuwe  are  witnessing  the  begin- 
nings of  tjpg  greatest  social  upheaval  in 
history,  which  In  the  long  run  will  have 
eta  more  far  reaching  than  the 
rench  Revolution. 

What  Russia  lacka  more  than  any- 
thing else  today  Is  enthusiasm.  She 
lacks  it  because  her  dreams  of  ,  the 
blessings  that  would  immediately  fol- 
low the  advent  of  freedom  have  failed 
to  eventuate.  Her  leaders  are  to  blame 
for  hoping  for  too  much.  <  They  were 
too  proline  In  their  promises  and  too 
Inconsiderate  of  the  actual  conditions 
which  they  sought  to  change  by  a  mani- 
festo or  two.  The  country  being  at  war 
has  upBet  all  preconceived  Ideas  of  the 
course  to  be  taken  following  the  deposi- 
tion of  a  dynasty  such  aa  tha 
Romanoffs.  Through  lack  of  education, 
and  aloofness  fronu  events  in  which 
their  country  has  been  one  of  the  main 
actors,  there  are  millions  in  Russia  who 
believe  that  the  War  was  the  Caar'a  war, 
and  now  that  he  no  longer  reigns,  they 
ask  why  they  should  nght.  It  appears 
that  tha  Church  haa  temporarily  lost  its 
power,  and,  as  In  all  cases  of  unbridled 
liberty,  there  is  a  tendency  towards 
atheism. 

On  top  of  theee  considerations  Is  the 
pressing  economic  problem.  Russia  In 
times  of  peace  Is  one  of  the  world's 
greatest  producers  of  the  necessaries  of 
life.  We  do  not  know  why.  but  at  pres- 
ent aha  Is  .experiencing  difficulty  in  feed- 
ing her  own  people.  Her  agricultural 
production  la  falling  away,  the  buying 
power  of 'tha  rouble"  steadily  declines, 
tha  clamor  for  exhorbltsnt  Increases  in 
wages  continues,  and  there  is  both  In- 
dustrial and  agrarian  unrest  from  the 
white  to  tha  Black  Sea  and  from  Riga 
to  Vladivostok.  For  three  months  past 
Russia  haa  bean  a  house  divided  against 
Itself,  and  before  she  becomes  a  rejuve- 
nated nation  many  things  must  happen, 
but  most  Important  of  all  Is  tha  estab- 
lishment of  a  Government  whloh  can 
apeak  for  a  united  people. 

Wa  suppose  It  waa  Inevitable  that  the 
Allies  and  the  United  Statee  should 
■end  missions  to  Russia,  but  the  result 
of  theee.  so  far,  haa  not  been  in  the 
direction  of  cementing  pubtie  opinion. 
On  the  contrary.  It  la  quite  understand- 
able that  Ruaala  should  recent  aa  at- 
tempt made  hy  outstda  nations  le  indi- 
cate her  future.  Had  there  bean  no 
war  ska  would  have  been  left  severely 
alone  to  work  out  her  own  salvation. 
Bat  tha  Allies  have  Interests  la  Russia 
now.  and  have  strained  their  resources 
to  help  her.  watch  makes  It 
Imperative,  If  It  is  humanly 
passible,  to  Insure  that  aha  re- 
ly f—s fbli.  to  insure  that  ales  ra- 
ta Mam  Rnaeta'a  Government 
can  gtve  this  aseorance.  ant  It  Ja  la  the 
oatertoaate  position  of  not  seta*  able 
to  slash  Cor  Its  assets.  I'or  this  rea- 
son, tt  woold  atom  to  aa  Una  part  at 
srtsdasa  that  uatll  rcsjItUaac  become 
more  sattled  Jhoro  should  a*  no  confer- 
to  drerasa  war  alma  with  Petro- 


The  loagaatandlng  British  Columbia 
vacancies  In  the  Senate  have  bean  Ailed 
by  the  appointment  of  Messrs.  U  W. 
Bhaiford  and  A.  K.  Bleats.  Both  gen- 
tlemen are  well  and  favorably  known 
in  tha  Province  and  are  certain  to  give 
goad  service  at  Ottawa.

duilng  his  long  term  as  member  for 
Slmllkameen  In  tha  Legislature  has 
been  a  staunch  friend  to  hla  constitu- 
ency. Ha  has  alwaya  taken  a  keen  In- 
terest In  provincial  and  national  ques- 
tions. He  is  broad  in  his  ideas  and 
possessed  of  a  certain  rugged  Indepen- 
dence.

The  resignation  of  the  Zalmls  Cabi- 
net and  the  summons  to  power  of  M. 
Veniseloe  means  that  Greece  le  on  the 
brink  of  entering  the  warden  the  side 
Of  the  Allies.  M.  Veniselos  has  been 
the  great  protagonist  of  constitutional 
power  In  his  country,  and  one  of  the 
most  powerful  friends  of  France  and 
Britain.  It  was  through  his  Invitation 
that  the  Allies  landed  their  forces  at 
Salonica.  In  fact  he  was  the  progenitor 
of  the  Macedonian  campaign  and  the 
only  reason  his  country  has  not  hitherto 
been  a  partner  In  the  enterprise  la  be- 
cause of  the  attitude  of  the  ex-King, 
who  forced  him  out  of  office.  Now,  with 
a  new  sovereign  'on  the  throne,  M.  Ven- 
iselos has  come  Into  Ms  own  again,  and 
this  time  he  la  in  a  position  to~see_that 
Greece  is  governed  along  constitutional 
lines,  for  he  has  the  armies  of  the  Al- 
lies to  support  his  Government.  He  Is 
pledged  to  co-operation  in  the  war,  for 
already  regiments  raised  by  his  com- 
mand are  on  the  Macedonian  front. 
There  is  not  a  shadow  of  doubt  he  will 
remain  true  to  his  principles  and  make 
Oreek  participation  In  the  war  a  pre- 
requisite to  accepting  office  as  Premier. 

The  entry  of  Greece  will  clear  away 
the  main  obstacle  to  an  offensive  against 
the  enemy  in  Macedonia.  Owing  to 
weather  conditions  and  the  danger  ot 
fever  on  certain  portions  of  that  front 
at  present  It  may  not  be  an  opportune 
time  to  strike,  but  in  the  Interval  of 
waiting  the  Greek  army  can  be  mobll- 
Ized.  and  from  200,000  to  300,000  troops 
sent  to  reinforce  the  Allies.  Thus  the 
return  of  M.  Veniselos  to  power  Is  a 
highly  significant  happening  of  the  war. 
for  Greece^*  entry,  even  though  her  aid 
can  only  be  .given  In  a  campaign  of 
secondary  Importance,  is  another  stum- 
bling block  to  Germany's  ambitions  in 
the  near  East.

In  these  days  of  Royal  Commissions 
the  opportunity  la  being  overlooked  of 
appointing  one  to  Inquire  Into  the 
forces  behind  labor  agitators  in  Canada. 
No  doubt  whatever  exists  that  some  ot 
these  are  extraneous.  Just  why,  at  a 
time  like  this,  la  there  a  desire  to  dis- 
locate business?  In  the  Crow's  Nest 
the  miners  have  been  on  strike  for  sev- 
eral months.  We  are  Informed  they 
are  drawing  no  pay  from  the  American 
organisation  with  whleh  they  are  affili- 
ated, but  It  Is  evident  the  means  of 
subsistence  Is  found  for  them  regularly 
and  It  Is  sufficient  to  keep  them  happy 
In  their  position  out  of  work.  Who  sup- 
plies  the  money? 

On  Vancouver  Island  the  production 
of  coal  Is  at  a  low  ebb.  Miners,  come 
of  them  drawing  as  high  as  f  10  a  day, 
will,  in  some  cases,  only  work  from 
twelve  to  fifteen  days  a  month,  and  in 
addition,  to  this  handicap,  the  supply 
of  labor  is  altogether  Inadequate.  The 
result  Is  that  every  Interest  affected 
suffers.  The  Admiralty  cannot  obtain 
all  the  coal  it  wantc  for  the  chips  en- 
gaged on  patrol  duty,  the  operations  of 
other  shipping  Interests  and  railroads 
are  delayed  and  the  domestic  supply  for 
next  Winter  promises  to  be  reduced  to 
such  a  minimum  that  famine  venditions 
will  prevail.  Surely  It  la  the  business 
of  the  Government  to  ceo  that  In  such 
an  essential  Industry  aa  coal  mining 
the  labor  supply  chould  remain  normal. 
The  subject  Ic  one  of  preaalng  Import- 
ance,, not  alone  from  the  standpolnlfcof 
the  need  for  more  labor,  but  alco  mat 
plana  may  ha  devised  to  Insure  that 
those  now  at  work  will  perform  con- 
tinuously thoce  duties  for  whlcn*  they 
are   paid. 

It  la  not  only  In  the  coal  mining  In- 
dustry that  a  thorough  Inquiry  la 
necessary  but  In  *vry  branch  of  ef- 
fort incidental  to  the  prosecution  of  the 
war.  We  tell  the  Government  with 
what  emphasis  we  can  command  that 
there  Ic  danger  ahead  If  atepe  arc  not 
taken  In  time  to  plumb  the  Influences 
at  work,  and  ascertain  Juet  how  'far 
they  are  hostile  to  the  country's  wel- 
fare. Whoever  Ic  responsible  for  wil- 
fully Interfering  with  the  production 
of  the  necessaries  of  war.  whleh  In- 
clude the  necessaries  of  life,  Ic  playing 
Germany'c  game,  and  Canada  sbouic 
have  no  room  for  men  of  aoca  a  type. 
Thar*  are  legitimate  grievances  «/ 
labor  whleh  deserve  tha  utmost  consid- 
eration But  fa  these  War  tlmea  there 
is.  aa  wall,  a  campaign  being  ccCiUcsaS 
ly  carried  on  with  a  new  to  carta  111  ne 
nroductton.  Strong  and  firm  action  by 
the  Government  to  dent  with  this  Ic 
essential.  There  am  dictators  of  laboi 
who  hare  ends  en  servo  Chat  It  la  the 
Oovornmenfc  duty  la  ascertain  and 
make  public.  To  the  operation  of  traeae 
unionism,  when  tt  la  nMj  for  tho  per- 
poao  of  bettering  tha  ceedltJone  of  the 
work  legman,  there  can  ho  no  valid  ob- 
jection;  hut  If.  aa  It

"A  concealed  mistake  may  cause  a 
brave  man  to  lose  his  life,"  are  the 
words  on  an  enormous  sign  which  hangs 
In  an  airplane  factory  in  England  for 
all  to  see.  In  comment  a  contemporary 
says  that  mistakes  are  of  many 
sorts,  and  that  delay  Is  one;  that  delay 


or  red  tape  may  be  about  as  fatal  In 
costing  lives  and  lengthening  this  war 
lis  a  cracked  casting  or  a  faulty  gear- 
ing. 


In  December  last  a  great  patriotic 
meeting  wan  held  In  Montreal  at  which 
Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  said:  "The  fate  of 
Canada  will  depend  on  the  happy  or  un- 
happy Issue  of  the  terrible  conflict 
which  has  brought  almost  all  the 
European  nations  at  each  other's 
throats.  The  cause  of  liberty  and  civ- 
ilisation for  which  we  are  fighting 
dominates  from  very  high  our  mean 
political  strife."  Now,  when  he  dis- 
putes the  moral  right  of  the  Parliament 
of  Canada  to  *basa  a  conscription  bill, 
and  says  that  Canada  Is  not  now,  or 
never  was.  In  danger  of  invasion  by 
the  Germans,  his  position  Is  certainly 
inconsistent.  No  one  could  put  the  rea- 
sons for  conscription  in  a  stronger 
light  than  he  did  In  the  speech  In  ques- 
tion. 


A  writer  In  -The  New  York  Times 
speaking  about  the  monopoly  which  the 
Germans  have  in  potash  points  out  that 
In  the  kelp  beds  of  the  North  Pacific 
there  Is  an  enormous  supply  and  that 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture has  during  the  last  six  yearc 
been"  actively  engaged  in  exploring  the 
possibilities.  Speaking  about  these  he 
says:  "Many  of  these,  of  course,  will 
have  to  be  abandoned  Immediately  on 
the  restoration  of  competition  with 
German  potash.  In. general  It  may  be 
said  that  only  those  sources  which  make 
possible  the  production  of  valuable  by- 
products will  be  able  to  compete.  Among 
these  Is  kelp,  and  It  is  with  the  Idea 
of  developing  byproducts  that  our 
present  endeavors  are  being  made."  It 
Is  well  known  among  chemists  that  we 
cannot  compete  with  Germany,  In  times 
of  peaee,  in  the  production  of  potaah 
from  ordinary  sources. 


There  are  nearly  ctx  million  more  acres 
of  land  In  cultivation  In  England  than 
ever  before,  which  ensures,  we  are  told, 
five  million  metric 'tone  of  wheat,  oats 
and  barley.  Comparing  England  with 
Germany,  the  former  cultivates  about 
thirty-one  per  cent  of  her  land,  the 
latter  nearly  sixty-eight  per  cent.  An 
average  Brltlch  farm  of  one  hundred 
acrec  hac  nearly  forty  acres  of  hill 
gracing;  and 'on  average  German  farm 
hac  only  throe  acres.  The  yield  of 
wheat  In  the  two  countries  per  acre  ic 
practically  the  same,  32  bushels.  The 
Germans  lead  In  barley  In  the  propor- 
tion ot  38-32,  and  In  oatc,  14-30.  Great 
Britain  leads  In  potatoes,  •-».  While 
the  German  farmer  produces  more  hay 
per  acre  the  British  farmer  makes  up 
for  this  in  the  fact  that  his  cattle  can 
grace  throughout  a  much  longer  season 
of  the  year.  One  advantage  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  United  Kingdom  Ic  that  their 
domecttc  meat  supply  comes  from  sheep, 
which  depend  very  little  upon  feeding 
stuffs  used  as  human  food.  The  Ger- 
mans, on  the  contrary,  depend  upon  the 
pig  for  meat,  and  it  was  thlc  animal 
that  had  to  be  fed  fifteen  million  tons 
of  potatoes  during  the  first  two  yearc 
ot  the  war.  Since  that  time  Germany 
baa  evolved  o  the  •--"means  whereby  her 
cwine  ere  fed.  In  regard  to  the  prepar- 
ation and  cultivation  of  the  land  In 
England  It  Ic  Interesting  to  note  that 
the  motor  tractor  and  acetylene  gas 
generator  enable  the  farmer  to  run 
both  day  and  night  shifts.  The  tractors 
work  the  whole  of  tha  twenty-four 
hours  and  do  the  maximum  of  work 
with  a  minimum  of  men.

We  know  that  on  Febru- 
ary 1,  1917,  she  had  contributed  to  the 
Belgian  Relief  Fund  an  amount  equal 
to  ix  cents  per  capita,  while  at  that 
date  we  had  given  but  3  cents  per  cap- 
ita, and  we  know  her  wonderful  record 
of  production  from  field  and  factory. 
We  have  much  to  be  proud  of,  but  at 
our  preaent  rate  of  progress  we  can 
only  hope  that  some  day  we  may  be 
able  to  equal  the  pace  set  by  our  brave 
and  heroic  northern  neighbor. — New 
York  Times. 


Big  atom  to  ■  Iberia 
Russia  ic  In  come  respects  like  China. 
It  la  a  vast  empire  and  a  man  may  rise 
to  greatneea  there  and  the  outaide  world 
never  be  aware  of  it.

There  waa  a  strike  and 
some  soldiers  shot  down  some  Siberian 
rioters  in  routine  and  absent-minded 
fashion.  Kerensky  assisted  at  the  in- 
vestigation, and  hip  courage  In  assail- 
ing the  police  and  the  authorities  gen- 
erally made  him  extremely  popular  with 
the  masses. 


Torsos  »arty  to  Duma 
Lawyerlike  he  next  proceeded  to  run 
for  something  and  get  elected.  He  be- 
came a  member  of  that  emasculated 
debating  society,  the  Fourth  Duma.  He 
could  accomplish  little  with  regard  to 
legislation,  but  ha  accomplished  much 
with  reference  to  enraging  tha  author- 
ities. Several  tlmec  he  waa  silenced. 
and  more  than  once  forcibly  removed 
from  the  Chamber.  He- despised  this 
publicity  about  as  much  as  a  movie 
star  hates  to  have  hla  picture  taken. 
and  he  proceeded  to  organise  a  party 
.of  hie  own,  which  became  part  of  the 
extreme  Left.  He  became  the  leader  of 
the  Group  of  Toll,  numbering  ten.  Thlc 
party  formed  a  working  alliance  with 
the  fourteen  Social-Democrats,  led  by 
Chkheldse,  who  will  be  mentioned  no 
more  for  typographical  reacons.  The 
two  men  were  both  ngalnct  the  Gov- 
ernment before  the  war,  but  when  war 
wac  declared  they  parted  conjpany.  The 
other  leader  was  against  the  war;  Ker- 
ensky was  for  It,  and  In  a'apeech  in  the 
Duma  asserted  that  the  Russian  demo- 
cracy wac  being  assailed  by  Germany. 
He  did  not  disguise  the  fact  that  Ruc- 
slan  had  great  strldea  In  democracy  to 
make  for  herself,  but  he  Insisted  that 
the  first  duty  was  to  beat  Germany.

Eastern 
oysters  thrive  but  do  not  propagate 
here.  The  habits  of  these  lobsters  at 
Departure  Bay  will  be  watched  by  Dr. 
Knight.  They  are  being  placed  la  wire 
pane.  An  attempt  waa  made  some  time 
ago  to  introduce  Eastern  lobatera  here. 
Tho  lobatera  In  the  shipment  came  here 
with  their  claws  wired,  so  they  could 
not  harm  one  another  while  on  tho 
train.  Men  in  charge  ot  the  shipment 
forgot  about  their  wires  and  dumped 
the  lobsters  from  their  travelling  tank 
Into  -the  aea.  They  became  immediate 
prey  for  other  denlsenc  of  the  waters, 
from  whom  they  could  not  defend  them- 
selves.

News  of  the  promotion  of  Sergt.  Rae 
B.  McCallum  to  commissioned  rank 
has   Just   been   received. 

On  the  outbreak  of  war  Lieut.  Mc- 
Callum was  attached  to  the  city  sorta- 
tlon  department  of  the  Victoria  Post 
Office  and  he  applied  for  leave  for  the 
duration  of  war  and  Joined  the  60th 
Gordon  Highlanders  as  a  private  in 
September,  1814.  He  left  for  England 
■with  the  30th  Battalion  in  February, 
1916,  and  crossed  to  France  in  April 
of  that  year  with  reinforcements  for 
the  16th  Canadian  Scottish.  It  was 
with  this  battalion  that  he  went 
through  many  of  the  first  notable  en- 
gagements -of  the  war,  including  the 
second  battle  of  Yprea,  Festubert  and 
the  Somme. 

After  serving  almost  a  year  In  the 
trenrhes,  Lieut.  McCallum  was  promot- 
ed to  the  rank  of  sergeant  and  shortly 
after  was  recommended  and  took 
charge  of  a  field  post  office,  which  po- 
sition he  held  for  some  time.  His  de- 
sire to  take  a  more  active  part  In  the 
fighting  was  'satisfied  when  he  was 
recommended  for  a  commission  and  sent 
to  Cambridge  to  ake  an  officer's  course. 
After  graduating,  however,  he  was  re- 
tained for  a  short  time  as  an  Instruc- 
tor, birt  last  May  24  he  returned  to 
France  with  the  6th  Royal  Fusiliers  of 
the  Imperial  Army,  which  regiment 
had  seen  service  at  the  Dardanelles. 

Lieut.  McCallum  "Is  the  only  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  McCallum,  of 
"Braeside,"  1S««  Pandora  Avenue.  He 
was  formerly  employed  In  the  circula- 
tion department  of  The  Colonist.

How  Lieut.  R.  B.  Powell,  of  Victoria, 
was  killed  during  the  fighting  at  Vlmy 
Ridge  in  April  is  told  In  a  letter  Just 
received  by  his  mother,  Mrs.  I.  W. 
Powell,  906  Cook  Street,  from  one  of 
"Bobby's"  fellow  officers,  Lieut  H.  Ross 
Murphy. 

Lieut  Murphy,  under  date  of  May  15, 
writes  as  follows  from  France: 

"I  want  to  write  to  you  and  offer  my 
heartfelt  sympathy  in  the  very  great 
loss  which  you  and  your  family  have 
sustained. 

"Tour  son  Bobble,  as  we  all  used  to 
call    him.    was    very    dear    to    me.      W« 
had   only    been   friends   for    about    two 
months,  as   I  only  returned  to  the  bat- 
talion   about    March     1,     having     been 
wounded  on  the  Somme  last  September. 
In  the  short  time  that  we  were  together, 
I  learned  to  love  him  as  a  brother.     His 
sunny    disposition   and   his    many    noble 
qualities    endeared   him    to   us   all.      He 
was    acting    second-in-command    of    No. 
4  Company  when  we  went  into  the  at- 
tack on  the  morning  ot  April  28.     We 
arrived   safely   at   the  line  of  trenches 
which  we  had  to  occupy.     I  was  walk- 
ing along  to  see  that  the  men  were  dig- 
ging themselves  In,  and  had  Just  passed 
Bobbie.      He    smiled    as    I    passed    and 
said.   "That's   the  boy,  Ross/"        I   had 
only    gone   about    thirty   yaws   when   a 
shell    exploded   behind   me.     I    did    not 
know  that  Bobble  was  hit  by  that  shell 
at  the  time,  but  a  little  while  after  a 
runner  came    over    and    told    me    that 
Lieut.  Powell   was  Instantly  klled.     It 
was  ST  great  blow  to  me  and  to  all.  the 
officers  of  the  battalion.     He  must  have 
got    out    Of    the    trench,      intending     to 
come  over  and  have  a  talk  with  me.     It 
will   be   a   consolation    to   you    to    know 
that  he  did  not  suffer  at  all. 

"Bobbie  was  a  fine  soldier.  His  kind- 
ness to  his  men  and  tffbughtfulness  for 
them  at  all  times  made  blm  beloved  by 
them  all."

Inquiry  Into  the  possibility  of  utllla- 
Ing  the  rnormgua  quantities  of  nnwdust 
and  other  refuse  being  burned  up  by  the 
•awmtnB  of  Victoria  by  converting  the 
materials  Into  gas,  oils,  tar  end  char- 
coal through  destructive  distillation,  ie 
to  be  carried  out  at  once  by  City.  En- 
gineer Rust  and  City  Electrician  Hutch- 
ison. The  work  is  being  undertaken  at 
the  Instigation  of  Alderman  Johns.  The 
City  Council  last  night  endorsed  the  pro- 
poeal. 

Alderman  Johns  explained  that,  ex- 
periments recently  conducted  by  chem- 
istry departments  of  the  University  of 
Washington  at  Seattle  and  the  Univers- 
ity of  British  Columbia  at  Vancouver 
■how  that  out  of  one  cord  of  wood  there 
can  be  obtained  forty  gallons  of  tar. 
twenty  gallons  of  oil.  eighty  pounds  of 
acetate  of  lime  and  900  pounds  of  char- 
coal. The 'alderman  told  of  how  at  the 
Outer  Wharf  plant  of  the  Canadian  Ex- 
plosives. Ltd.,  here,  a  forty-fire  horse 
power  gas'  engine  Is  being  run  by  gas 
distilled   from  sawdust. 

Alderman  Johns  explained,  that  It  is 
not  hie  intention  in  having  these  ex- 
periments made  to  relieve  the  mill  own- 
ers from  the  responsibility  of  removing 
the  effluvia  nuisance,  but  to  Show  the 
mill  men  that  there  is  money  in  con- 
verting their  refuse  Into  useful  ma- 
terials rather  than  spending  money  to 
destroy   it  altogether  in  costly   burners. 

He  declared  that  enough  pf  this  ma- 
terial Is  wasted  to  heat  an*  light  the 
down-town    buildings   of   Victoria.

With  the  prospect  of  some  f  110,000 
interest  charges  to  meet  this  Fall,  and 
no  means  of  raising  the  amount  under 
existing  methods  owing  to  the  fact  that 
other  demands  call  for  the  use  of  all 
revenue  from  whatever  sources  it  can 
be  raised,  the  municipality  of  South 
Vancouver  haa  appealed  to  the  Provin- 
cial Government  for  power  to  borrow 
against  lands  which  the  municipality 
has  bid  In  at  tax  sales. 

This  power  was  asked  by  the  munici- 
pality   at    the    recent   eessioa      of     the 
legislature    and    was    granted    by    the 
.Municipal    Committee,    but      when      the 
bill  amending  the  Municipal  Act  came 
before  the  House  It  was  eliminated  as 
it  would  have  had  to  be  made  effective 
for  all  municipalities,  and  as  some  have 
already    borrowed   against     arrears     of 
'  taxes,  power   to  do  which   waa  granted 
to    them    some    time  ago,    to   grant   the 
new  power  would  have  been  tantamount 
to    permitting    some    munclpalltles      to 
borrow  twice  against  virtually  the  same 
security,     la  fact.  South  Vancouver  haa 
already    the    power    to    borrow    against 
arrears,  a  power,    it   is  said,   which  It 
has  exercised.

The  naval  and  military  detachments 
which  will  participate  In  the  parade, 
and  with  which  will  be  associated  tbe 
Boy  Scouts,  will  assemble  at  tbe  new 
armory,  north  Douglaa  Street,  at  9:80 
o'clock,  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Blseman,  representing  BrlgadleY-General 
Leokle,  D.O.C.  The  force  will  march 
via  Douglaa,  Fort  and  Government 
Streets  to  the  Parliament  buildings,  im- 
mediately In  front  of  which  the  cere- 
monies will  be  carried  out,  Premier 
Brewster  to  officiate  as  chairman.  , 

The  proceedings  will  be  opened  by  the 
singing  of  the  hymn  "O  God.  Our  Help 
in  Agea  Past."  the  alnglng  being  led  by 
the  Fifth  Regiment-  Band.  The  Lord's 
Prayer,  recited  by  the  entire  aeeem- 
blage,  will  be  followed  by  the  singing 
of  "O  Canada."  A  march  past  of  the 
naval  and  military  forces  and  the  sa- 
luting of  the  flag  will  be  the  next  fea- 
ture of  the  programme.  Then  will  fol- 
low the  presentation  by  His  Honor  of 
medals  to  a  number  of  returned  soldiers 
and  following  the  alnglng  of  "Rule 
Britannia,"  Sir  Charles  Hibbert  Tuppsr, 
K.C.,  of  Vancouver,  will  deliver  the 
oration  of  the  day.  The  ceremonies 
will  terminate  with  the  singing  of  the 
National  Anthem. 

It  Is  proposed  to  make  special  ar- 
rangements for  the  accommodation  of 
the  returned  men,  who  will  have  a  place 
of  honor  at  the  ceremonies. 


Efforts  are  to  be  made  a  week  from 
tonight  to  corner  the  members  of  tbe 
City  Council  and  get  them  te  agree  to 
an  Immediate  increase  In  the  wages  of 
policemen,  firemen  and  outside  em- 
ployees   of    the    city.

If  In- 
creases are  granted  now  the  aldermen 
will  be  forced  to  cut  down  expenditures 
on  civic  works,  reduce  the  number  of 
men  employed  or  place  an  extra,  tax 
levy. 

The  Victoria  District  Trades  and 
Labor  Council  has  now  taken  up  the 
question  and  will  send  Ave  represent- 
atives of  each  of  the  groups  of  em- 
ployees affected,  to  meet  the  aldermen 
at  8:30* o'clock  next  Tuesday.  The 
members  of  the  Firemen's  Association 
ask  that  all  firemen  receiving  less  than 
8 100  a  month  be  advanced  36  a  month 
and  the  system  of  automatic  Increases 
be   restored.

Pte.  Albert  Dawe.  of  Victoria,  has 
been  admitted  to  No.  11  General  Hospi- 
tal, Camlers,  with  a  gunshot  wound  In 
the  left  leg,  according  to  word  received 
yesterday  by  Mrs.  W.  Davie,  1042  John- 
son Street. 

Pte.  Dawe  used  to  be  employed  by 
Sir  John  Jackson,  Ltd.,  the  Albert  Head 
quarry.  His  home  ,  Is  In  Tavistock, 
Devon.  He  went  overseas  with  the 
88th  Battalion,  and  waa  later  drafted 
to  the  C.  M.  R.  He  came  to  Victoria  In 
1918  from  the  United  States,  where  he 
had  been  for  two  years  since  leaving 
the  Old  Country.  He  served  three 
months  In  Francs.  He  Is  30  years  old 
and  urimarrled. 


Capt.  Carleton  M.  Clement,  son  of 
Hon.  Mr.  Justice  W.  H.  P.  Clement  and 
Mrs.  Clement,  Vancouver,  has  been  dec- 
orated by  the  French  Government  with 
the  Croix  de  Guerre. 

The  particular  Instance  of  valor  that 
merited  the  award  Is  at  present  un- 
known, but  It  is  thought  that  It  may 
be  connected  with  the  deeds  of  gallan- 
try that  led  to  his  being  mentioned  in 
dispatches  on  April  9.  Capt  Clement, 
who  was  taking  the  engineering  course 
at  the  University  of  British  Columbia 
before  going  overseas,  holds  a  commis- 
sion aa  flight  commander  In  the  Royal 
Flying  Corps. 

During  bis  experience  In  the  aerial 
service  ('apt.  Clement  has  accounted 
for  several  enemy  craft  and  has  had 
frequent  encounters  with  the  flower  of 
Germany's  airmen.  One  engagement  he 
will  long  remember  was  that  which  he 
had  with  Boelke,  who  was  credited  by 
Berlin  papers  as  having  destroyed  forty 
machines  before  he  was  himself 
brought  down  by  a  British  aviator. 


After  two  years  continuous  service 
with  the  Canadians  in  Northern  France, 
Major  Arthur  C.  Futcher  la  expected 
to  arrive  In  Victoria  about  the  end  of 
the  week.  He  will  spend  three  months' 
leave  here

service  has  been  a  brilliant  one.  He 
left  here  as  a  private  In  the  30th  Bat- 
talion In  February  of  1915,  only  a  few 
months  following  the  declaration"  or 
war,  and  was  sent  almost  direct  to 
France  to  fight  with  the  15th  Bat- 
talion, composed  almost  entirely  of  the 
48th  Highlanders  of  Toronto.  His  sol- 
dierly ability  was  recognised  before 
long  and  he  was  given  a  commission. 
Captaincy  and  promotion  to  the  rank 
of  major  followed  In  close  succession, 
and  he  has  been  In  command  of  a  com- 
pany of  Highlanders  through  most  of 
the  heavy  fighting  •  of  the  past  six 
months,  in  spite  of  his  long  experi- 
ence in  the  front  line  and  countless  es- 
capes from  serious  Injury,  the  major 
has  not  been  harmed,  his  fate  being  ap- 
parently guided  hy  a  "lucky  star"  ever 

since  entering  the  fighting  zone. 

The  returning  officer  Is  a  son  of  Mr. 
T.  S.  Futcher,  1889  Foul  Bay  Road,  and 
was  formerly  engaged  In  banking  and 
the  real  eHtate  business  here.

Those  who  love  children,  who  pitv 
the  man  or  woman  whoae  days  are 
passed  in  hopeless  suffering  or  who 
sympathise  with  brave  men  nghtlng  for 
life  and  soundness,  should,  if  they  can, 
attend  the  garden  party  to,  be  held  at 
the  Jubilee  Hospital  on  Wednesday  af- 
ternoon. 

Perhaps  few  even  of  Victoria  women 
realise  the  great  advantages  of  the 
beautiful  situation  and  surroundings  of 
tho  Jubilee  Hospital.  On  these  June 
days  the  grand  old  oak  trees  shade 
without  darkening  the  building  and 
lawns;  the  flowering  ahrtfbs  are  still 
in  blossom,  the  roses  are  out  and  the 
borders  sre  gay  and  fragrant.  Hun- 
dreds of  blrda  dart  to  and  fro,  and  their 
songs  float  In  .at  the  open  window.  The 
glint  of  the  gold  of  the  broom  is  caught 
wherever  tho  eye  turns.  There  is  noth- 
ing to  suggest  sickness  and  suffering;  as 
the  visitor  strolls  along  one  of  the 
many  paths  leading  to  the  entrance  of 
the  hospital.  Ushered  into  the  matron's 
room,  the  profusion  of  flowers,  beauti- 
fully arranged,  the  comfortable  chairs 
with  their  gay  chtnts  coverings  speak 
of  comfort  and  cosiness,  harmonising 
with   the  outdoor   loveliness. 

It  Is  only  when  Miss  McKehzie,  the 
matron,  entering  with  a  smile  and  a 
warm  handclasp,  pauses  a  moment,  that 
these  is  evidence  that  the  business  car- 
ried on  In  the  big  low  building-  is  that 
of  healing  and  relieving  suffering.  A 
consultation  with  the  doctor,  one  of 
many,  then  the  matron  vanishes  with  a 
little  fellow  suffering  from  the  agony 
of  a  diseased  ear.  Telephone  calls, 
swift  steps  passing  up  and  down  the 
corridors  come  to  the  waiter's  ear.  Then 
a  little  girl  suffering  from  the  result 
of  an  accident  appears  and  l«,  after  n 
while,  summoned  away.  When  at  last 
the  matron  thinks  she  Is  free,  news 
of  an  accident  calls  h*r  off  and  she 
must  see  that  every  ermngement  le 
made  for  the  comfort  of  the  little  pa- 
tient. Little  insure  Is  there  In  the 
morning  hours  for  the  matron  who  has 
the  overnight  of  n  hospital. 

At  length,  however,  time  can  he 
taken  to  show  the  comfortable  building 
Just  completed  to  serve  as  s  tuber- 
cslosls  hospital.  This  has  been  too 
loner  delsyed,  but  the  matron  and  the 
(milder.  Mr.  Fnrquharson,  may  well  feel 
n  Jnet  pride  In  tho  work.  A  veranda 
on  the  south  snd  west  of  ths  building 
has  ample  mem  for  chairs  and  lounges 
snd  a  promenade.  Here,  all  the  year 
round  the  sun  on  fine  days  will  shine 
and  the  breose  will  corns  tempered  by 
the  shelter  of  the  trees  and  buildings. 
Grass  and  flowers  will  give  pleasure 
and  rest   to  tired   eyes. 

In  the  long  warda  behind  are  thy 
beds,  beside  which  are  tables  to  hold 
whatever  the  patient  needs. m The  win- 
dows am  wire  screens  over  which, 
when  necessary  a  sheltering-  curtain  can 
be  drawn.  floors  and  walls  am  of 
spotless  white  and  them  la  plenty  ef 
room  for  games,  or  rending  and  ex- 
ercise.

been  small.  The  only  regret  one  can 
have  on  seeing  this  building  snd  Its  ap- 
pointments is  that  It  was  not  built  long 
ago. 

The  big  ward  whkh  the  generosity 
of  Sir  Richard  IfcBrlde  has  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  hospital,  contains 
eighteen  beds.  It  belongs  to  the  sol- 
diers and  will  be  used  for  their  benefit 
aa  long  as  they  need  hospital  attention. 
Ita  opening  has  come  at  n  very  op- 
portune time. 

The  Daughters  of  Pity  em  to  be 
heartily  congatulated  on  SJhe  appear- 
ance of  tho  children's  ward.  Row  the 
girls  have  contrived  In  these  years  of 
war  to  have  money  enough  in  their 
treasury  for  their  purposes  might  well 
puzzle  more  experienced  financiers.  But 
money  they  must  have  had  and  no  one 
who  loves  children  can  help  rejoicing 
at  the  way  they  have  expended  It.  The 
walla  have,  of  course,  been  tinted.  Them 
Is  a  new  rug  on  the  floor.  Old  cots 
have  been  painted  and  new  ones 
bought  Pretty  coverlets  and  snowy 
pillows  promise  rest  to  hot  little  heads. 
There  am  pretty  tea-sets  for  little 
girls  to  play  with  and  new  toys  for  all. 
But  none  of  these- things  will  delight 
the  little  folk  eo  much  as  the  deep 
friezes  around  the  room.  On  one  aide 
are  mother  goose  pictures  where  Jack 
and  Jill  and  many  of  the  other  old 
stories  are  told  in  picturea  and  print, 
clear  and  big  enough  for  little  tots  to 
read.  On  the  opposite  wall  are  farm 
scenes,  with  cows  and  sheep,  fresh 
green  grass  and  trees  and  much  mom 
that  children's  eyea  will  see. 

A  hurdle  race  on  one  aide  and  a 
chase  on  the  other,  show  beautiful 
horses  and  fine  dega  in  motion  ant  no 
one  who  has  oven  n  faint  remembrance 
of  childhood's  days  cah  doubt  that  the 
little  convalescents  will  gain  much 
pleasure  .from  looking  at  the  picturea 
with  their  soft  and  beautifully  blended 
tints.  The  gardener,  too,  has  seconded 
the  efforts  of  the  young  ladles  by  plac- 
ing many  of  his  brightest  and  choicest 
flowers  in  the  boxes  of  the  sun  room. 

While  the  thought  of  sick  and  suf- 
fering children  Is  hard  to  boar.  It  most 
be  remembered  that  Childhood  soon  for- 
gets, and  kindness  and  beauty  can 
make  even  n  children's  ward  a  happy 
place  for  those  who  am  recovering 
from  Illness.  That  during  bright  warm 
days  the  boys  and  girls  nan  get  out  on 
the  grass  among  the  birds  snd  flowers 
brings  the  day  of  final  release  nearer. 

The  Hospital  Board,  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  and  the  Daughters  of  Pity,  aa 
well  as  the  matron  and  nurses  of  the 
Jubilee  Hospital  deserve  that  cltlsene 
should  come  to  see  the  completed  work 
end  to  show  their  sympathy  with  their 
efforts  and  help  them  to  some  alight 
extent  to  add  the  little  touches  which 
will  make  that  work  perfect. 

A  very  considerable  addition  to  the 
Nurse's  Home  Is  In  progress.  When 
finished  this  will  add  greatly,  not  only 
to  the  comfort  of  the  nurses,  but  to 
the  efficiency  of  tho  Institution.

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Gordon  Head 
and  Saanlch  growers  afe  so  sure  of  the 
recent  rain's  benefit  that  they  have 
made  arrangements  to  add  another  teh 
cars  to  ths  number  already  chartered  to 
oarry  berries  to  the  prairies  th|§  Sum- 
mer. That  makes  a  total  of  forty  cars; 
four  times  as  many  as  were  needed  to 
handle  last  year'e  crop.  Negotiations 
have  been  completed  with  the  Eequl- 
malt  dt  Nanalmo  Railway  to  ship  the 
oars  by  ferry  to  Vancouver,  ar.d  they 
will  soon  be  going  across  the  straits  at 
tbe  rate  of  two  a  day.  The  Great 
Northern  may  aleo  hair.ll*  some  of  ths 
shipments.

Creston,  Salmon  Arm  anfl  Wlndal.  The 
Province's  most  serious  competitor  wlU 
bo  Spokane,  but  It  will  not  be  nearly  so 
strong  as  In  past  years. 

Vancouver  Island  has  reached  the  po- 
sition •  where  if  can  be  truthfully  re- 
garded as  the  greatest  berry-produclug 
a-ea  In  all  CanaJa.  excepting  only  the 
Niagara  Peninsula  In  Ontario.  And 
this  distinction  has  been  gaiued  in  only 
turee  years.  B?fora  that,  when  the 
growers  lacked  c.o-7perative  organisa- 
tion, the  district  was  hardly  on  the 
map  at  ail  in  that  '.onneUlon.

Worn  it  not  for  the  shortage  In  tbe 
coke  supply  which  bad  resulted  In  the 
abutting;  down  of  tbe  smelters  at  Grand 
Forks  and  tho  .serious  crippling  of  the 
Trail  and  Greenwood  smelters,  ths  min- 
ing industry  Is  ths  Interior  would  be  In 
a  most  fiourlshlng  condition,  was  the 
statement  of  Bon.  William  Sloan.  Min- 
ister of  Mines,  who  returned  yesterday 
from  a  two  weeks'  trip  to  that  section. 
Tbe  Minister  stated  that  there  was 
much  activity  In  some  districts  where 
new  properties  were  being  opened  up 
and  a  groat  deal  of  work  done  on  de- 
velopment. Mew  capital  was  coming  in- 
to tho  country  and  many  old  time  pro- 
perties which  had  lain  dormant  for 
years  were  again  being  brought  into 
active  operation.  Probably  tho  greatest 
dsvelopment  is  taking  place  la  connec- 
tion with  properties  of  the  B.  C.  (Cop- 
per Company  at  Copper  Mountain  where 
nearly  twenty  miles  of  diamond  drilling 
has  been  done.  In  the  Paulson  and 
Franklin  sections,  too,  much  develop- 
ment work  was  underway  and  ths  show- 
ings were  excellent,  promising  a  groat 
future  for  the  properties. 

Hon.  Mr.  Sloan,  accompanied  by  Chief 
Inspector  Wilkerson.  went  to  Fernte  to 
examine  the  coal  mines  In  the  Crow's 
Nest  Pass  section  where  the  phenomena 
known  as  "bumps"  last  year  and  sev- 
eral years  before,  took  a  toll  of  human' 
lives.  Following  last  year's  occurrence 
the  Department  of  Mines  engaged  Mr. 
Oeorge  H.  Rice,  chief  engineer  of  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Mines,  to  make 
a  complete  Investigation  of  the  coal 
field  the  gaseous  nature  of  which  makes 
It  a  difficult  one  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  miners  and  a  very  dangerous 
oae  in  which  to  work.  Mr.  Rice's  re- 
port has  been  In  the  hands  of  the  Min- 
ister for  some  time  and  It  was  with  a 
view  to  personally  going  over  the  field 
End  investigating  .the  nature  of  the 
trouble  and  examining  the  extent  to 
which  the  recommendations  made  by 
Mr.  Rice  would  meet  the  situation, 
that  Hon.  Mr.  Sloan  devoted  most  of 
the  time  on  his  trip.  In  No.  E  East 
Mine  of  the  Crow's  Nest  Coal  Company 
the  Minister  made  a  minute  inspection. 
The  affects  of  the  bumps  were  shown 
In  ths  smashed  condition  of  the  timbers 
and  the  tremendous  pressure. exerted 
by  the  phenomena  was  Indicated  by  the 
coal  forced  Into  the  tunnel  was  found 
completely  blocked  by  tbe  coal  and 
rock.

The  battle  soenss 
arc  a  marvel  of  realism,  and  It  Is  hard 
to  believe  that  the  actors  taking  part 
are  not  really  falling  victims  to  the 
sword  and  bow  as  ons  saas  them  fall- 
ing headfirst  from  th*  battlements  ot 
a  castle  or  hurled  from  a  storming 
ladder  Into  a  asa  of  flashing  blades. 

Th*  realism  of  ths  second  epoch  Is 
almost  too  gruesome  for  those  who  do 
not  delight  In  having  their  fsslina* 
harrowed.  Ths  spectators  ar*  spared 
nothing  of  ths  horrors  of  th*  torture 
chamber,  and  ths  last  details  of  the 
final  execution  of  ths  martyred  saint, 
burnt  at  th*  stake,  are  carried  out  in  a 
manner  which  will  startle  even  th*  most 
hardened  moving  picture  habitue.

The  work  of  th*  Royal  Commission 
appointed  to  Investigate  and  prepare 
recommendations  with  reference  to  the 
regulation  of  the  salmon  fisheries  of 
Northern  British  Columbia  will  com- 
mence on  or  about  July  »  next,  accord- 
ing to  a  measage  which  Mr.  H.  B.  Thom- 
son, the  British  Columbia  representative 
on  the  eg  mm  I  salon,  received 'on  Sunday 
from  Hon.  J.  D.  Hasan,  Minister  of  Ma- 
rine and  Fisheries.  The  commission 
will  be  composed  of  Mr.  W.  Sanford 
Evans,  chairman,  Mr.  Thomson  and  Mr. 
F.  T.  James,  of  Toronto.  80  far  Mr. 
Thomson  ha*  r**elv*d  no  information, 
other  than  the  fact  of  hla  appointment 
and  the  probable  date  when  the  com- 
mission   will   commence   Its    labors. 

The  commission  will  be  called  upon 
to  Inquire  into  a  situation  which  has 
developed  during  the  past  decade. 

Up  to  1808  the  cannera  in  the  dis- 
trict operated  under  an  agreement  as 
to  the  number  of  boats  which  should 
be  employed  In  connection  with  each  ot 
their  establishments.  The  establish- 
ment of  new  canneries,  however,  led  to 
the  breaking  of  this  agreement,  and 
then  "a  boat  rating  commission"  was 
appointed  by  the' Canadian  and  British 
Columbia  Governments,  which  fixed  the 
number  of  boats  to  be  used  In  the  sal- 
mon'  fisheries  of  the  district  and  allot- 
ted them  to  the  several  canneries.  This 
system  caused  objections  on  the  ground 
that  It  limited  the  number  of  canneries 
which  might  be  established  and  created 
a  monopoly  which 
paid  the  fishermen. 

-  In  1912  a  regulation  permitting  the  Is- 
sue of  licences  to  Individual  fishermen 
was  adopted  and  subsequently  on  the 
advice  of  officials  of  the  fisheries  de- 
partment certain  boat  licences  were 
granted  for  "attached"  boats  to  can- 
neries and  a  certain  number  were  with- 
held for  issue  to  Independent  white 
fishermen. 

Th*  number  of  Independent  fishing 
boats  has  Increased  and  new  canneries 
have  nought  licences.  It  was,  therefore, 
decided  this  year  to  discontinue  the 
"boat  rating"  as  It  applied  to  canneries 
and  to  permit  the  use  of  motor  craft. 

The  oanners  have  objected  to  Che  issue 
of  licences  for  new  plants  on  the  ground  j 
that  those  In  existence  can  take  care  of 
the  catch.  They  have  argued  that  aa 
the  fishing  1*  restricted  ao  the  number 
of  cannerlea  should  be  restricted.  They 
say  the  new  regulations  proposed  by 
th*  fisheries  department  will  disrupt 
the  salmon  canning .  business  and  In- 
crease the  cost  of  labor  and  of  fish,  and 
they  have  requested  an  Inquiry  by  an 
Independent  commission. 
.  Apparently  the  commission  will  con- 
fine Itself  solely  to  the  question  of  the 
regulation,  of  salmon  fisheries  in  Nor- 
thern British  Columbia  waters  and  will 
not  have  any  broader  scope.

A  temporary  arrangement  whereby 
the  'company  would  be  permitted  to 
replace  the  existing  Johnson  Street 
bridge  with  one  It  ha*  'moved  from  a 
point  on  its  system  in  Manitoba,  the 
erection  of  which  waa  objected  to  «by 
Hon.  John  Oliver,  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways, who  appeared  before  the  Board 
of  Railway  Commissioners  when  that 
body  met  here  recently,  and  the  use  by 
the  city  of  thd  present  structure  In 
some  other  location  in  the  Upper  Har- 
bor, is  the  suggestion  which  the  offi- 
cials of  the  E.  A  N.  Railway  have  made 
to  Hon.  John  Oliver.  The  latter,  whoae 
sole  desire  Is  to  see  th*  city  and  com- 
pany get  together  and  come  to  some 
amicable  arrangement,  advised  the 
company  to  take  the  matter  up  with 
the  city.

"Copper  is  relatively  quiet,  and  the 
ton*  of  th*  market  to  firm.  For  imme- 
diate delivery.  Lake  is  SI  Vic  to  32  lie 
and  electrolytic  to  32  %c  to  33c  a  pound. 
For  delivery  during  the  last  half  of  the 
year,  price*  range  all  the  way  from 
3214c  for  July  down  to  3t%c  for  Octo- 
ber, November,  and  December.  The 
price  at  which  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment's further  requirements  are  to 
be  supplied  is  a  factor  ,  making  for 
much  uncertainty,  and-  it  Is  causing 
consumers  to,  as  far  as  possible,  delay 
purchases  to  cover  their  requirements 
for  Um  third  quarter  of  thia  year. 
Many  of  them  are  supplying  their  Im- 
mediate needs  In  part  by  purchases  of 
scrap  and  casting  copper  and  the  prices 
of  these  two  grease  are  oo  aass  ro*» 
atively  that  they  strongly  •  reflect  such 
buying.  % 

'Sis  has  been  stated  previously,  th* 
producing  interests  feel  that  they  are 
in  duty  bound  to  supply  the  full  re- 
quirements of  the  nations  tbat  art 
fighting  Germany.  They  know  that  the 
only  waf  to  accomplish  this  la  by  per- 
mitting the  price  of*  the  metal  to  re- 
main high  enough  to  keep  going  the 
hundreds  of  amell  operations  which  arc 
producing  copper  at  costs  varylngvfrom 
20c  to  21c  a  pound.  Shipments  from 
odds  and  ends  of  Isolated  depoaita  and 
streaks  of  ore  la  the  bills  constituted  a 
tremendous  factor  to  bring  about  the 
It  per  cent  Increaee  of  production  wbteh 
occurred  last  year,  the  largest  increase 
for  any  one  year  in  the  history  of  th* 
copper  producing  Induatry.  Tf  tbe 
price  of  copper  wore  to  decline  to  S6o 
or  lower,  a  great  many  of  these  high 
oust  producers  would  discontinue  oper- 
ations, their  labor  forces  would  be 
scattered,  and  the  continuing  excessive 
demand  might  cause  copper  to  sell  soon 
thereafter  at  35c  or  40c  a  pound.  , 

"In  total  disregard  of  this  situation, 
columns  of  matter  are  being  published 
every  week  attacking  th*  stability  and 
legitimacy  of  the  metal  market,  decry- 
ing th*  alleged  control  of  price*  by  th* 
producers  and  submitting  manufactured 
statistics  which  are  assumed  to  prove 
thst  very  large  surplus  stocks  of  re- 
fined copper  are  being'  carried  by  th* 
mining  companies,  refineries,  and  sell- 
ing agencies.  The  claim  that  copper  Is 
being  accumulated  and  held  for  still 
higher  prices  when  It  is  already  Bell- 
ing above  30c  a  pound  is  an  insult  to 
the  Intelligence  and  Judgment  of  every 
copper  producer  in  th*  world- 

"Th*  copper  producers  have  always 
been  well  pleased  to  s«U  their  entire 
product  at  price*  ranging  from  lSftc  to 
tto  a  pound.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
excessive  demand,  for  th*  bidding 
agslnst  on*  another  of  American  and 
foreign  consumers  and  the  warring  na- 
tions of  jiurope,  the  price  of  copper 
would  not  have  gone  higher  than  17c  or 
lac  at  any  time  during  the  peat  two 
years.  High  prices  were  made  by  the 
buyers,  not  the  sellers,  and  they  have 
brought  to  market  an  Immense  Volume 
of  new  production  and  also  thousands 
of  tons  of  scrap  that  under  normal  con- 
ditions would  nave  been  neglected.  Now 
it  seems  altogether  probable  that  high 
prlcea  will  have  to  be  maintained  for 
th*  duration  Of  the  war  in  order  to  In- 
aure  the  continuance  of  a  vary  large

Resolution  of  International  So- 
cialists Finds  No  Support  in 
Victoria  Council— Five  Dol- 
lars 4  Day  for  Soldiers 


Members  of  the  Victoria  City  Council 
last  night  refused  to  pass  an  antWcon- 
acriptlon  resolution,  which  set  out  that 
the  passage  of  the  present  conscription 
bill  by  the  House  of  Commons  woulu 
"only  lead  to  the  dismemberment  of 
the  confederacy  of  Canada,  and  that  in- 
stead of  being  a  factor  in  the  protection 
Of  England,  the  firea  of  civil  war  would 
be  lighted  for  «vry  home  ^n  Canada. 
The  re  solution  aaked  for  a  minimum 
wage  of  l»  a  day  for  soldiers. 

The  resolution  was  submitted  to  the 
Council  by  "international  Socialists," 
after  being  drafted  by  Mr.  Donald 
Locbiel,    with    no    particular    address. 

"Resolved,  that  this  Council  of  the 
Capital  city  of  British  Columbia  'views 
with  alarm  the  introduction  in  the  Can- 
adian Parliament  by  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter of  a  measure  for  the  selective  con- 
scription (enalavement)  of  the  man- 
power of  the  'nation,  well  knowing,  that 
Its  enactment  Into  law  (?),  without  a 
referendum,  can  only  lead  to  the  dis- 
memberment of  the  confederacy  of  Can- 
ada, that  Inatead  of  being  a  factor  In 
the  protection  of  England,  the  fires  of 
civil  war, will  be  lighted  for  every  borne 
in  Canada,"  ran  the  resolution.

The  City  Council  aa  a  body  is  going 
to  ask  Premier  Brewster  and  the  mem- 
bers of  his  Government  Just  how  far 
they  Intend  to  go  thla  year  In/  chang- 
ing the  Saturday  Half-Holiday  Act,  as 
it  has  been  reported  that  the  Govern- 
ment may  deal  with  the  act  at  the  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  celled  for  August 
to   deal   with   prohibition. 

The  Council  la  taking  up  the  queation 
because  of  its  relation  to  the  differences 
between  local  retail  merchants  and 
stallholders  at  the  public  market.  The 
merchants  assert  that  it<  lit  unfair  that 
they  should  be  forced  mo  close  their 
Shops  on  Saturday  afternoons  while 
commodities  which  they  deal  in.  espe- 
cially meat,  are  sold  all  day  Saturday  at 
the  public  market.  Stallholders  at  the 
n»»H«*»  have  sent  in  pn*»  paction  pro-  _ 
testing  agalnat  any  restrictions  on  Sat- 
urday afternoon  trading  or  changing  the 
market  day  to  Friday.  Another  peti- 
tion signed  by  4,000  is  now  on  its  way 
to  the  City  Hall. 

Alderman  Sargent  told  the  Council 
last  night  that  the  butchers,  as  well  as 
bakers,  should  be  exempted  from  Satur- 
day afternoon  closing.  Alderman  Johns 
said  the  same  thing,  declaring  that  It 
was  a  necessity  for  butchers  to  remain 
open  until  Saturday  night  so  that 
worklngmen  could  get  meat  for  their 
Sunday  dinner. 

"My  attitude  towards  this  whole  half- 
holiday  question."  continued  Alderman 
Johns,  "Is  that  every  employee  should 
have  half  a  day  a  week  off,  but  the 
stores  should  not  be  forced  to  close." 

Alderman  Christie  declared  that  If 
the  people  of  Victoria  had  a  chance  to 
vote  on  the  Saturday  half-holiday  Ques- 
tion again  they  would  turn  It  down. 

Other  aldermen  said  that  under  the 
present  law  the  city  could  either  change 
the  market  day  to  Friday  or  eliminate 
meat  selling  In  the  market  on  Saturdsy 
afternoon.
